Bodies Misidentif ied at Artington 


Hallowed cemetery 
has bungled burials 
for up to 211 people 


Washington 

An Army investigation has found 
that potentially hundreds of 
remains at Arlington National 
Cemetery have been misidentified 
or misplaced, in a scandal marring 
the reputation of the nation’s pre- 
eminent burial ground for its hon- 
ored dead since the Civil War. 

Army Secretary John McHugh 
announced Thursday that the cem- 
etery’s two civilian leaders would 
be forced to step aside, and he 
appointed a new chief to conduct 
a more thorough investigation to 
examine the graves and sort out 
the mix-up. 

“I deeply apologize to the fami- 
lies of the honored fallen resting in 
that hallowed ground who may now 
question the care afforded to their 
loved ones,” McHugh said. 

An Army investigation was 
launched last year after reports of 
employee misconduct at the ceme-

Whitcomb said the remains of at 
least 211 were identified as poten- 
tially mislabeled or misplaced and 
that there could be more. 

Whitcomb could not say how old 
the mixed-up remains might be or 
from what conflict, saying only that 
the problem had been confined to 
three areas of the cemetery known 
as sections 59, 65 and 66. 

Whitcomb said he did find 
two cases of mis-marked graves 
in section 60, the area for veter- 
ans from Iraq and Afghanistan. 
He said those mistakes had been 
corrected.

Teen Sailor Feared Lost 



16 -year-old on solo 
journey lost contact 
during heavy storm 

Los Angeles 

A 16-year-old Southern California 
girl attempting a solo sail around 
the world was feared in trouble 
Thursday in the frigid, heaving 
southern Indian Ocean after her 
emergency beacons began signal- 
ing and communication was lost. 

Abby Sunderland’s family was 
talking with U.S. and internation- 
al governments about organiz- 
ing a search of the remote ocean 
between southern Africa and Aus- 
tralia, family spokesman Christian 
Pinkston said. 

Conditions can quickly become 
perilous for any sailor exposed to 
the elements in that part of the 
world. 

“We’ve got to get a plane out 
there quick,” Pinkston said. 

Abby Sunderland last communi- 
cated with her family at 4 a.m. PDT 
and reported 30-foot swells but was 
not in distress, Pinkston said. 


An hour later the family was 
notified that her emergency bea- 
cons had been activated, and there 
was no further communication. 

Her brother, Zac, who sailed 
around the world at age 17, told 
Los Angeles radio station KNX 
that Abby was in a heavy storm at 
the time she called home. 

“We’re still trying to figure 
out the rescue situation,” he said. 
“There’s two boats headed out to 
her position, one is an estimated 40 
hours, the other is 48. Right now 
we’re trying to figure out if there 


is any way faster. She’s in the mid- 
dle of nowhere pretty much in the 
southern Indian Ocean.” 

Abby set sail from Los Ange- 
les County’s Marina del Rey on 
Jan. 23 in an attempt to become 
the youngest person to sail around 
the world alone without stopping. 
Her brother briefly held the record 
in 2009. 

Abby soon ran into equip- 
ment problems and had to stop for 
repairs. She gave up the goal of set- 
ting the record in April, but con- 
tinued on. JOHN ANTCZAK (AP)

Study: Oil Leak Is 1M Gallons Daily 


Washington 

The Deepwater Horizon well 
has most likely spewed 25,000 
to 30,000 barrels of oil per day, 
more than previously estimated, 
according to one of several teams 
of scientists appointed by the fed- 
eral government to study the flow 
from the dark geyser at the bottom 
of the Gulf of Mexico. 

If the team’s estimate is cor- 
rect, approximately 1.3 million to 
1.5 million barrels, or 53.6 million 
to 64.3 million gallons, of oil have 
emerged from the well since the 
April 20 blowout. That is roughly 
five to six times the amount spilled 
in Alaskan waters in 1989 by the 
Exxon Valdez.

These new numbers hardly 
close the books on the size of the 
spill. The “plume team,” which 
has examined video of the leak- 
ing well, is just one of four teams 
studying the flow rate. Anoth- 


er team, which analyzed satellite 
images and tried to correct for oil 
skimmed, burned and dispersed, 
has also refined its earlier estimate 
of 12,000 to 19,000 barrels a day. 
The team has now concluded that 
the flow is about 12,600 to 21,500 
barrels per day. 

Much of the oil flowing into the 
gulf has been skimmed, burned, or 
dispersed with chemicals, and the 
well is now capped and partial- 
ly contained, with 15,800 barrels 
siphoned to a ship at the surface 
Wednesday. But the new figures, 
obtained Thursday by The Wash- 
ington Post, indicate that early esti- 
mates of the flow by the govern- 
ment and BP were not even close to 
the mark, (the Washington post)

U.S. Gen. Reveals Afghan Delay 


McChrystal admits 
Kandahar campaign 
likely to last into fall 

Brussels 

The top U.S. commander in Afghan- 
istan is finding himself squeezed 
between a ticking clock and an 
enemy that won’t go away. 

On Thursday, during a visit to 
NATO headquarters here, Gen. 
Stanley A. McChrystal admitted 
that preparations for perhaps the 
most critical operation of the war 

— the campaign to take control of 
Kandahar, the Taliban’s birthplace 

— weren’t going as planned. He 
said winning support from local 


leaders, some of whom see the Tal- 
iban fighters not as oppressors but 
as their Muslim brothers, was prov- 
ing tougher than expected. The 
military side of the campaign, orig- 
inally scheduled to surge in June 
and finish by August, is now like- 
ly to extend into the fall. 

“I don’t intend to hurry it,” 
McChrystal told reporters travel- 
ing with Defense Secretary Robert 
M. Gates. “It will take a number of 
months for this to play out. But I 
don’t think that’s necessarily a bad 
thing. It’s more important we get 
it right than we get it fast.” 

But McChrystal does not have 
time on his side. The day before he 
revealed the Kandahar delay, his 
boss. Gates, said that the U.S.-led

coalition has until the end of the 
year to prove to the U.S. and its 
allies that their forces have broken 
a stalemate with the Taliban. 

McChrystal said he was confi- 
dent that his counterinsurgency 
strategy was bearing fruit and that 
he would be in position to demon- 
strate that by year’s end. “The per- 
ception that the insurgency has 
momentum is reversing,” he said. 
“Progress won’t show every day, 
but it will show over time.” 

But much will hinge on the out- 
come of the Kandahar campaign. 
When asked whether the delay still 
left time for a decisive outcome by 
the end of the year, McChrystal 
was noncommittal, craig whitlock

NATO, government 
blame Taliban for 
blast at rural home

Body parts in trees. Mud walls 
flattened.

NATO and the Afghan govern- 
ment on Thursday blamed a Tali- 
ban suicide bomber for the grisly 
scene at a wedding party where at 
least 40 people were killed by an 
intense explosion. But the Taliban 
claimed they played no role in the 
blast in the Arghandab district, 
an insurgent stronghold near the 
southern city of Kandahar. 

Stunned survivors said they sus- 
pected a NATO airstrike was respon- 
sible, a view that reflects either their 
suspicion of the U.S.-led coalition or 
fear of Taliban retribution. 

Regardless of responsibility, 
Wednesday night’s attack is likely 


to heighten public concern about a 
planned NATO military operation 
in the Kandahar area, the birth- 
place of the Taliban considered 
by U.S. commanders as the key to 
turning back the insurgents. 


Interior Ministry spokesman 
Zemeri Bashary said the attack 
occurred when a suicide bomber 
entered a rural home where men 
were celebrating a wedding. The 
groom was among the 74 wound- 


ed. Female guests were in a sepa- 
rate house with the bride. 

“This is a crime of massive 
inhuman proportions against civil- 
ians,” President Hamid Karzai said 
in Kabul, (ap)

Van der Sloot ‘Irascible’ 


Peruvian officials 
recount brutal details 
of suspect’s confession 

Lima, Peru 

Police moved Joran van der Sloot to 
a cell at the prosecutor’s office on 
Thursday as officials prepared to file 
charges following what they called 
a remarkably complete confession 
in the beating and strangling death 
of a 21-year-old woman. 

“We’ve practically closed the 
case,” said criminal police chief 
Gen. Cesar Guardia. 

Sheathed in a bulletproof vest, 
the young Dutchman was driv- 
en less than a mile across cen- 
tral Lima during rush hour in a 
police convoy. 

Guardia said Van der Sloot, who 
also remains the lone suspect in the 
Natalee Holloway case, “confessed 
with a wealth of details that have 
been corroborated through crim-

inal investigative rigor.” 

But he said Peruvian interro- 
gators restricted their questioning 
to the case of Stephany Flores, the 
daughter of a circus promoter and 
former race car driver whom he met 
playing poker at a casino. 

They did not question him about 
Holloway’s disappearance — exact- 
ly five years to the day before Flores 


was killed. 

Guardia denied any sugges- 
tion that Van der Sloot’s confes- 
sion was forced. He said a transla- 
tor assigned by the Dutch Embassy 
was present, as was a state-appoint- 
ed defense attorney. 

If tried and convicted on murder 
charges. Van der Sloot would face 
from 15 to 35 years in prison. 

The attorney for the slain girl’s 
family, Edwar Alvarez, said prosecu- 
tors have until 8 a.m. Friday morn- 
ing to file charges. Otherwise, Van 
der Sloot would have to be freed. 

Guardia told the AP in an inter- 
view Wednesday evening that 
the 6-foot-3 Van der Sloot, 22, 
impressed investigators with both 
his intelligence and brutality. 

“He grabbed her and smashed 
her with an elbow,” Guardia said, 
pointing to his own nose. “A lot of 
blood spewed out. ... Then he stran- 
gles her and throws her to the floor. 
... He is irascible. He has no self-con- 
trol,” Guardia said, frank bajak (ap) 


Gold, Lead Bring Grief in Nigeria 



Yargalma, Nigeria 

Mound after tiny mound of red clay 
earth dots the cemetery on the out- 
skirts of this impoverished Nigeri- 
an village where grieving parents 
come to pray. 

Children began falling ill 
months ago here and in a half- 
dozen other villages in this remote 
northern region on the cusp of the 
Sahara Desert. Some could not 
stand, some went blind or deaf 

Then they began dying. 

Doctors suspected malaria. But 
they were wrong — after 160 died 
and hundreds more were ailing, 
blood tests revealed the real kill- 
er: lead unearthed by villagers dig- 
ging for gold. 

In a tragedy described by the 
U.S. Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention as “unprecedent- 
ed” in its work with lead poison- 
ing worldwide, most victims were 


children. 

Many had played in homes or 
village common areas contami- 
nated by lead. The level of expo- 
sure was so high that most blood 
samples were off the scale on lead 
screening machines. 

Poor herdsmen in rural Zam- 


fara state could sell gold for more 
than $23 a gram — a huge sum in 
a country where most people live 
on less than $1 a day. 

“There is no other business one 
can do to make that much money,” 
said Haruna Musa, a 70-year-old 
elder in Yargalma. jon gambrell (ap)

Cup looking to stun

It’s little brother versus big 
in more ways than one — colony 
against empire, an upstart against

the sport’s inventor, a country where 
soccer competes for coverage against 
one where it dominates the head- 
lines. And it’s a chance for England 
to finally avenge that shock 1-0 loss 
in the 1950 World Cup. 

The U.S. hopes to make the sec- 
ond round after a disappointing 
run four years ago. England, as 
always, expects to win it all, and 
Americans who wistfully watch 
the Premier League now will see 
whether their team matches up 
with soccer’s standard bearer. 

England is usually more bark 
than bite and has advanced to the 
World Cup semis just once since 
winning the trophy in 1966. It’s 
been a different side under coach 
Fabio Capello, however, finishing 
9-1-0 in qualifying and scoring 3.4 
goals per game. Nearly one-third 
of those came from Manchester 
United’s Wayne Rooney, who many 
consider the world’s finest strik-

er. There’s been some bad news on 
the injury front, with David Beck- 
ham and defender/captain Rio Fer- 
dinand out for the tournament. But 
England remains loaded. 

The U.S. can feel confident, too, 
thanks to a roster with considerable 
international experience and a win 
over Spain last summer that proved 
it can compete with anyone. That 
game was the semifinal of a tour- 
nament the Americans opened with 


two defeats, leading some players 
to downplay Saturday. 

“Obviously, from a story-line 
standpoint, a buildup to the World 
Cup standpoint, it’s intriguing and 
it’s exciting,” Landon Donovan said. 
“But the reality is that regardless of 
what happens in that game, we’re 
not out of the tournament at that 
point, and we’re not advanced at 
that point, no matter what hap- 
pens.” BRIAN STRAUS

SOUTH AFRICA VS. MEXICO, 

JUNE 11, 10 A.M., ESPN 

No host country has failed to ad- 
vance out of the group of the World 
Cup, a streak that could be in seri- 
ous jeopardy this year. In taking on 
Mexico in the tournament’s opening 
match, South Africa will rely heavily on midfielder Steven Pi- 
enaar, who plays for Everton in the English Premier League. 
But will that be enough against a Mexican squad that turned to 
youngsters Giovani dos Santos and Carlos Vela to reverse its 
three-year slump after the 2006 World Cup? 



Group B 

ARGENTINA VS. NIGERIA, 

JUNE 12, 10 A.M., ESPN 

Few players in the World Cup 
come in with as much hype as FIFA 
Player of the Year Lionel Messi, a 
virtuoso performer on Barcelona 
who has failed to reach the same 
heights with Argentina — World 
Cup champions in 1978 and 1986. 
Arguably more crucial to Argen- 
tina’s success, however, will be 
how superstar player turned con- 
troversial coach Diego Maradona 
responds when critical decisions 
are needed. On the other side, Ni- 
geria lacks some of its past star 
power but can still score with the 
best of teams. 


Group D 

GERMANY VS. SERBIA, 

JUNE 18, 7:30 A.M., ESPN 

Injuries have certainly taken 
their toll on Germany, the 
three-time World Cup cham- 
pion that will be missing its 
captain, Michael Ballack. Yet 
with a deep roster featuring 
seven players from Bayern 
Munich — including defender 
Phillipp Lahm and midfielder Bastian Schweinsteiger— 
the young German squad will do its best to outmuscle its 
opponents. Serbia is making its first solo appearance in 
the Cup, but its pedigree from the former Yugoslavia and 
its tenacious defense indicate the team will be a tough 
defeat. While neither team may be favored to win the 
event, no opponent will be eager to face either European 
side in the knockout rounds. 



Group H 

SPAIN VS. HONDURAS, JUNE 21, 2:30 P.M., ESPN 



An early favorite to win its first World Cup, Spain 
won the 2008 European Cup. Willthe team that 
won that prestigious tournament show up or 
will it be the one that lost to the U.S. in the 2009 
Confederations Cup? Since then, though, the 
star-studded La Roja— which features goalie Iker 
Casillas, midfielders Andres Iniesta and Xavi, and 
forwards David Villa and Fernando Torres — is 
undefeated in World Cup warm-ups. 

Honduras is looking to atone for 
a winless 1982 World Cup in 
Spain, its only other ap- 
pearance in soccer’s 
grand event.

BRAZIL VS. PORTUGAL, JUNE 25, 10 A.M., ESPN 

Perhaps only the U.S.-England game features as many intriguing subplots as this battle 
of giants. At stake could be Cristiano Ronaldo’s reputation — he’s not exactly known for 
coming up large in big games, a fact not helped by Portugal’s barely qualifying for South 
Africa — and Brazil’s status as the world’s premier soccer power, only enhanced by win- 
ning the 2009 Confederations Cup. Of course, this third game of group play could be mean 
ingless if both sides have already qualified for the knockout round. But a chance to watch 
Ronaldo go against Brazil stars Kaka and Luis Fabiano will hardly be a chore for any fans.

College athletics are on the verge of 
a monumental shift, a realignment 
that could disintegrate one confer- 
ence, turn others into 16 -school 
Goliaths and have huge financial 
implications on some of the biggest 
programs in the country. 

The first card flipped on Thurs- 
day, when Colorado ditched the Big 
12 for the Pac-10. 

Next up are Nebraska and Mis- 
souri, both facing decisions that 
could spark another exodus and 
the collapse of Big 12. 

“[Now] the first move is made, 
I think you’ll see the dominos 
start falling,” said Joel Maxcey, 
sports economist at the Universi- 
ty of Georgia. 

It’s already been a wild ride. 

The Big Ten started it off by 
exploring plans to expand, an effort 
it hoped would add more eyes to its 
successful cable network and reach 
the NCAA minimum of 12 teams 
required to hold a conference cham- 
pionship game in football. 

The Big Ten’s big grab led to 
harried calls between rivals, polit- 
ical ploys and behind-the-scenes 
maneuvering as schools across the 
country look to make sure they’re

With nods to D.C.-area roots, 
design TV guru Vern Yip is both 
diplomatic and a voracious mul- 
titasker. He’s the soft-spoken- 
hut- opinionated host of HGTV’s 
“Design Star,” which starts its fifth 
season Sunday (root for hometown 
contestant Alex Sanchez of Upper 
Marlboro). Yip also runs an Atlan- 
ta design firm and just added the 
title of “dad” to his resume. He’ll 
chat about design ideas Saturday at 
1:30 p.m. at a free decor celebration 
at the Courts at Huntington Station 
(5950 Grand Pavilion Way). 

What can we look forward to in 
the new season of “Design Star"? 

First off, it’s taking place in New 
York City, which is the epicenter of 
design. On top of that, Mark Bur- 
nett, who everyone knows from 
“Survivor” and “Celebrity Appren- 


tice,” has taken over the helm of 
the show. And we have 12 very 
dynamic and extremely talented 
contestants. 

How did growing up in the D.C. 
area affect your design style? 

You grow up around every culture 
imaginable and around a really 
educated population. Those things 
really inspired me as a designer. I 
realized very early on that there 
were a lot of places in the world, 
with lots of different cultures. I 
spent every weekend begging my 
parents to take me down to the 
museums. Being exposed to those 
things as a kid allows you to think 
in a different way. 

What’s your son’s nursery like? 

I started procuring things for the 
nursery several years before his 


birth, while we were on internation- 
al trips. So his nursery is very inter- 
national, with things from Thai- 
land, Indonesia, Tibet, India, Chile 
and Russia. It’s done in shades of 
gray and chocolate brown. 

Any kid-friendly design tips? 

When you’re putting together a 
room for a kid, think long-term.

People spend a lot of money putting 
together nurseries that kids out- 
grow quickly. Don’t play down to 
kids or to babies. I think they have 
the ability to appreciate sophisti- 
cated, adult design. Use the rest 
of your house to expose them to 
things that are important to you. 
Oftentimes, people kid-proof their 
homes to such a great extent that 
kids end up ruling the roost. 

It sounds like you have a world- 
ly home. Any shopping advice 
on how to nab tchotchkes worth 
bringing home when traveling? 

If you know you’re going on a jour- 
ney this summer — whether it’s to 
the next town over or across the 
world — find out what that place 
is known for. What does it do bet- 
ter than anyone else? When you 
get there, ask your guide or hotel 
where you can find the real stuff — 
not the stuff designed for tourists. 
Find the best example of the kind of 
work they’re known for. And have 
an idea before you leave of where 
you might incorporate something. 
Instead of buying 10 little things, 
buy one really great thing — some- 
thing fantastic that you’ll treasure

Eco, to you, doesn’t seem like it’s such a new 
thing, really. 

Yeah, Fm accidentally green. It’s an approach 
from my frugal grandmother, who we made 
fun of growing up. It took until I was 25 years 
old to realize she’d been right. I bought and 
restored a farmhouse in Iowa, and I went to 
furnish it, but I didn’t want to put anything 
valuable inside because it would be empty 
most of the time. If some- 
one broke in, I wanted them 
not to take anything. So, I 
went around to relatives to 
see what they were going to 
give away or throw out, and 
when I put it together, I loved 
the look. I had these strong 
guidelines from my grand- 
mother. There were always 
stories that went along with 
the pieces. What was genius 
about her is that she never 
followed trends. Her house 
became classic. That’s the 
ultimate in green decorating — it’s not wheth- 
er it’s made from bamboo.

Do you have a favorite tip of hers? 

They’re less about decorating and more about 
saving rainwater, reusing aluminum foil. But 
she reused container jars for cotton balls, and 
I like the look of that. 


But you do seem to find some unusual ways to 
reuse things. Any guidelines on that? 

There’s a fine line between tacky and unusu- 
al. I love taking old screen doors and making 
them pantry cabinets. And I love reusing archi- 
tectural pieces as art — gingerbread details, 
gates. Vintage abandoned toys are great for 
a kid’s room. 


How do you decide whether to keep a reused 
object in its original state or to fix it up? 

That is a difficult skill to explain. It’s less about 
the condition of the paint than what the piece 
is. If it’s simple, I leave it alone. But something 
bigger might look better with a white coat of 
paint. Some things don’t look vintage; they 
look beat-up. 

What about mirrors? You like them old, yes? 

I love the warmth and patina of old mirrors. 
They become works of art. There’s one bed- 
room in the book with a distressed mirror as 
a headboard. If it were a crisp, fresh mirror, 
it would be cheesy and narcissistic. I don’t 
use them as the only mirrors in a bathroom. 
But it’s a cheap, inexpensive way to decorate. 
And you’re not putting that mercury glass in 
a landfill.

Tell me about your philosophy on kitchen 
islands, it seems innovative. 

I have been creative in making kitchen is- 
lands because I didn’t want to spend the 
money on custom islands. I can take a 
very normal piece of cabinet base, put it on 
wheels, put a false back on it and a butcher 
block on top. Or, a stainless-steel restau- 
rant-supply top works, too. I’ve used restau- 
rant utility carts. They have storage below, 
they’re durable, and they last forever. 

Any new eco-trends you’re a fan of? 

Paint. I only use low-emission paints, and I’m 
super-aware of it. I used to like that new-house 
smell, but it’s a dangerous thing. Oddly, the 
color palette is as alluring or more alluring. 
There’s no sacrifice. 

Where is there a sacrifice with eco? 

Lighting is one area. I hate the way green light- 
ing looks. It destroys the ambiance. A brown, 
paper shade diffuses the light, and I supple- 
ment with candles for a nicer atmosphere. But 
they’re coming out with improvements. The 
public is going to demand it. 

When you buy new things, what do you con- 
sider? 

When it comes time to really renovate, and you 
have to rip something out, that’s when you put 
in the green flooring. And it’s insane not to 
use Energy Star appliances. But I’m all about 
heritage. I come from a very humble fami- 
ly, but when I buy pieces, I hope my kids will 
want them. One thing I hate is to look back 
on a project and think, “That looks so 1996.” 
That’s why I steer away from stainless-steel 
appliances. It’s the avocado green of 2010. 

What about vintage shopping? Any tips? 

It’s a little like having a grocery list with mea- 
surements. I’m not purchasing something 
that’s not going to work. For every room, I 
like to have a conversation piece, a focal point 
for the room. Is this going to be that piece, or 
will it disappear and serve a purpose? Know 
the difference. If you’re decorating for style, 
is this something you’re going to love? If you 
love it, it will work. Your own confidence will 
make it work.

Bombs and Bromance 


A big-screen version 
of ‘The A-Team’ is 
frantically paced 
but fun nonetheless 

Film Review 

“I love it when a plan conies togeth- 
er.” Thus speaks Liam Neeson’s 
squinty-eyed, attractively graying 
Hannibal Smith in “The A-Team ” a 
thoroughly unnecessary but none- 
theless satisfying adaptation of the 
cheeseball 1980s TV series. 

Smith’s catchphrase has to do 
with the harebrained scheme 
Neeson’s Army Ranger and 
his Alpha Team rou- 
tinely choreograph 
to save whatever 
day happens to be 
at hand. But it might 
as well apply to the 
movie itself, a project 
that has clearly been 
engineered to exploit 
baby boomers’ nos- 
talgia while it franti- 



cally courts the gnat-like attention 
spans of their grandsons. 

Thus “The A-Team” — which 
co-stars Bradley Cooper, Quin- 
ton Jackson and Sharlto Copley 
— engages in the same blur- 
ry, incoherent close-up action to 
which young filmgoers have now 
become accustomed. Plenty of stuff 
blows up in between wisecracks, 
and Smith’s explanations of what 
the audience is seeing — exposi- 
tion that is badly needed in a film 
this visually frenetic and 
breathlessly paced. Dur- 
ing a preamble set in the 
Mexican desert, we meet 
the guys: the unflappa- 
ble Smith, who from 
behind a haze of 
cigar smoke fig- 
ures all the angles 
and inspires doe- 


like admiration in his men; Face, 
the blue-eyed ladies’ man played 
by Cooper, whose chief job in the 
gang seems to be seducing women 
and assuming an ever-more- 
cocky air of bluff bravado; Mur- 
dock (Copley), the crazy-like-a-fox 
pilot who flies the dudes to safety 
in whatever whirlybird is parked 
nearby; and Bosco “B.A.” Baracus, 
the Mohawked muscleman. 

Of course, Bosco was played 
by Mr. T in the series, and here 
Jackson pays homage to the orig- 
inal by dotting his dialogue with 
“fool” every few words or so. But 
in “The A-Team’s” third act (or at 
least its first third act), he under- 
goes a conversion that promises 
to add surprising new depth to a 
character who became a carica- 
ture somewhere between Alf and 
Urkel as one of the 1980s’ most

enduring icons.

verdant, misty locations in China 
where “The Karate Kid” was filmed, 
including the Forbidden City and 
the Great Wall. The result is a hand- 
some movie that delivers playful 
nods to its predecessor. Like Mori- 
ta’s original character, Mr. Han tries 
to catch a fly with his chopsticks but 
isn’t above using a swatter; later, he 
drills Dre in hanging up his jacket 
in a sequence based on the famous 
“wax on, wax off ’ scenes in the 
1984 film. Still, this version looks 
and feels surprisingly new. 

Wisely, Chan underplays his 
natural warmth for a character 
whose terseness and eccentric 
behavior are explained in one of 
the movie’s rare sagging moments. 
But the real revelation is Smith, 
who made his screen debut with 
his father in “The Pursuit of Hap- 
pyness” and here proves that he’s 
no mere beneficiary of dynastic 
largesse. Somber, self-contained 
and somehow believable as a kid 
for whom things don’t come easi- 
ly, he never conveys the sense that 
he’s desperate to be liked. Which 
is precisely why “The Karate Kid” 
winds up being so likable itself.

Spun like a gorgeous contemporary 
fairy tale, “Ondine” is the story of a 
lonely Irish fisherman named Syr- 
acuse (Colin Farrell) who one day 
pulls up his net to find a woman 
(Alicja Bachleda) inside, beautiful 
but barely alive. She speaks English 
with an indeterminate accent and 
shies away from other people. 

Calling herself Ondine (a name 
that comes from the French word 
for “wave”), the woman seems not 
of this world. She sings strange 
music to the fishes, bringing Syr- 
acuse unprecedented luck with his 
daily catch. A divorced, recovering 
alcoholic and perpetual misfit, he 
finds a kindred spirit in Ondine.

ton. It’s both impressive and a tad 
dated, as if Klein were still milking 
headlines from 2008, or 1998. In 
fact, much of Klein’s political mate- 
rial seems well beyond its expi- 
ration date. A roundup of “fam- 
ily values” champions who have 
been implicated in sex scandals 
seems incomplete, because sev- 
eral more have emerged since he 
wrote, or performed, this material. 
At one point he goes way back to 
his work on behalf of the Mondale 
and Dukakis campaigns. Viewers 
who miss Dukakis jokes should 
not miss this. 

Klein is most amusing when he 
abandons current (or historical) 
topicality to concentrate on him- 
self and the indignities of grow- 
ing old. When he unleashes his
